No. 3/2/98-Public. —The President has learnt, with deep regret, of the sad domise of Shri Darbara Singh, 
Governor of Rajasthan, at ihe All India Institute of Medical Sciences, New Delhi, on May 24,1998 at 1705 hours. 
The death of Shri Darbara Singh has deprived the country of an outstanding public figure. 

2. Shri Darbara Singh was bora on February 25, 1927 in District Layalpur (now in Pakistan). He graduated 
from the Khalsa College, Layalpur and thereafter obtained a degree in Mechanical Engineering from the Engineering 
College, Roorkee. 

3. While still a student, Shri Darbara Singh participated in the Quit India Movement in 1942. He was elected 
Chairman, Panchayat Samiti, Shahkot, District Jalandhar, and Member, Zila Parishad, in 1964. He was elected 
Member of the Punjab Vidhan Sabha in 1967 and was a Deputy Minister in the Government of Punjab from 1968 
to 1969. He was elected Speaker, Pintjab Vidhan Sabha in 1969 and then again from 1972 to 1973. He was elected 
Member of the Lok Sabha in May 1996 from Jalandhar. 

4. Shri Darbara Singh was a well-known agriculturist and industrialist in Punjab. He started mechanised 
fanning in 1951. He started a paper industry in 1980. He was tile Founder President, Guru Nanak National 
College for boys, Nakodar and Guru Nanak National College for girls, Nakodar, in District Jalandhar. He was also 
a keen sportsman.

■ 5. Shri Darbara Singh played a leading role in the development of Punjab and upliftment of weaker sections. 
He was appointed as Governor of Rajasthan on May 1,1998 but could hold this post for a short period only due to 
his untimely death. 

6. Shri Darbara Singh is survived by his wife and daughters.
